Lompoc land rush tomorrow 


A century ago tomorrow morning, the Lompoc Valley was a flat green plain, 
staked out into lots and streets and school sites and still uninhabited — for the 
very last minutes. 


The early morning air was electric with excitement. Families unlimbered 
farming tools from the wagons they had arrived in. Some had their lots all 
picked out Other buyers gauged their chances of landing a choice downtown 
comer parcel. The morning sky was overhung by the smoke of a thousand 
camp fires 
It was the prelude to the Great Lompoc Land Rush, when much of the city — 
laid out almost exactly as we know it today — was bought by credit farmers 
who'd cracked their teams south from civilization to start a new life and by 
others who had landed from coastal steamers through the icy surf at Gaviota 
and trekked inland for the birth of a town 
It was a heady day. 
The Great Land Rush will be recreated tomorrow as an activity of the 


Lompoc Centennial Committee. At 12:15 p.m. a parade, including the Lompoc 
Junior High School Band, will form on the 100 block of East Cypress Avenue 
and snare its way to Ryon Park. 
At the park, Master of Ceremonies Robert C. Lilley will deliver a speech 
outlining the rules of the land rush. After his pistol sounds, the rush will be off 
— to a city lot at the comer of 0 Street and Olive Avenue, where the dark 
valley land has been staked out as it was a century ago. 
Everyone is invited to participate in the parade and land rush — especially 
those with horses and-or buggies ami old time costumes. Those who arrive at 
the staked-out lot first will pull up the stakes and bring them back to Ryon 
Park to exchange them for handsome printed deeds of simulated ownership of 
a piece of Lompoc. Automobiles will not be in place in the rush 
The 100 block of East Cypress Avenue is near Centennial Square, at the 
comer of South H Street.

Many applications received 
for school superintendent

An estimated 50 to 60 educators have 
applied to replace Supt. Glen Wegner 
who will step down as chief of Lompoc 
Unified School District in a few months. 
. That was the word today from the 
office of County Superintendent of 
Schools Lorenzo Dall’Armi who is 
receiving the applications for Dr. James 
F. Cowan, chief recruiter. 
Applicants have until Nov. 15 to file 
for the $33,000-a-year job. Interviews by 
the board will begin after that. The 
board hopes to name a replacement by 
the regular meeting scheduled for Jan. 
28. 
Cowan is superintendent of Ventura 
County Schools and is serving as a 
consultant to the local school board in 
the recruitment process. Today he gave 
this tentative timetable: Cowan and two 
aides, Dr. Harry McPherson, professor 
of education at the University of 
California at Berkeley, and Emmett R. 
Berry, superintendent of the Riverside 
Unified School District, will meet on 
Nov 21 and 22, to screen the applicants 
and to reduce the number to about 10 of 
the most eligible, for the board's 
consideration. Cowan will meet with the 
local trustees in executive session on 
Nov. 26. It was Cowan's understanding 
today that the board might report 
publicly after the private session, to 
give some statistical details of the 
recruitment effort. 
First interviews by the board and a 
committee of four persons will begin on 
Dec. 14 and 15. Cowan emphasized that 
all dates were tentative. 
The school board is scheduled to meet 
in regular session next Tuesday. At that 
time presumably the trustees will be 
prepared to spell out how they propose 
to select one teacher, one administrator, 
a classified school employe, and a 
member of the community to sit in on 
the initial interviews. The board will 
make the final selection but they will 
entertain written comments by the 
committee of four. 
The school board has indicated it 
seeks 
a 
replacement 
who 
has a 
minimum of a masters degree and other 
appropriate educational and personal 
qualifications. Those standards will be 
the 
ones 
utilized 
by 
Cowan's 
professional screening committee. The 
two teacher organizations. 
Lompoc 
Education Association and Lompoc 
Federation of Teachers were divided on 
the question of educational credits. LFT 
indicated 
a 
preference 
for 
a 


replacement who has a doctor’s degree, 
while LEA was prepared to accept 
someone with less than a doctor’s 
degree. However, both teacher groups 
were 
emphatic 
in 
desiring 
a 
superintendent who in their view would 
seek teacher input in the decision 
making process on questions affecting 
education. 


Before 
those 
conclusive 
steps, 
however, the board must find a teacher 
acceptable to the two teacher groups. 
Despite

apparent competition, 
Board Chairman Karl Braun has noted 
that teachers or members of the 
community can petition individual board

Kissinger assures 
Israel on policy 


TEL AVIV (U P I) - Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger reassured Israel 
today that there had been no change in 
U.S. policy on the Palestinian question 
and said both countries were ill agree­ 
ment on the course of future Middle 
East progress to peace. 
Then he took off for Tunis, the last 
scheduled stop on a two-week long 
diplomatic swing of three continents 
before returning home to Washington 
sometime Saturday. At the same time, 
the PLO raised the possibility that 
Egypt might negotiate with Israel on the 
fate of the occupied West Bank of 
Jordan. 
Egypt and Israel were expected to 
begin 
talks 
on 
further 
Israeli 
withdrawals in the Sinai, and the subject 
of the West Bank could come up then. 
In an airport departure statement and 
at a luncheon in Jerusalem, Kissinger 
summarized more than five hours of 
talks with Israeli officials by saying the 
chances of continued momentum had 
not been squelched by Arab recognition 
of the Palestine Liberation Organization 
as 
sole 
representative 
of 
the 
Palestinians. 
“ We agreed that in the new conditions 
that exist in the recent months, we have 
to consider very carefully what can be 
done,” Kissinger told newsmen at Ben- 
Gurion 
International 
Airport. 
“ We 
believe that possibilities do exist. The 
talks have been very good. We know 
where we are going.” 
One possible way out of the dilemma 
came today from PLO leader Yasser 
Arafat 
who said in an interview 
published in the semi-official Cairo 
newspaper A1 Ahram that the PLO 
would accept Egyptian-Israeli negotia­ 
tion on the future of the Israeli-occupied 
West Bank of the Jordan river. 
Arab commentators said Arafat’s 


statement appeared to offer a possibility 
of negotiations on the West Bank that 
could get around Israel’s refusal to deal 
with 
the 
PLO 
“ except 
on 
the 
battlefield.” 
The Israeli cabinet met in a two and a 
half hour emergency session today and 
then Kissinger sat down with Prime 
Minister Yitzak Rabin. 
The 
newspaper 
Ha’aretz 
said 
Kissinger 
brought 
“ agreement 
in 
principle” from Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat for “ negotiations with 
Israel in the very near future. ” 


The newspaper said Egypt wanted to 
send a military-level team to the 
proposed talks, but the Israelis would be 
sending “ a political delegation, appar­ 
ently to include military experts.” 


The newspaper said the most likely 
location for the talks was Washington, 
where Kissinger could be close at hand.

Brown plans

SACRAMENTO (U PI) - Gov.-elect 
Edmund G. Brown Jr. says he and his 
staff will meet with top state officials 
next week to begin the transition to the 
new administration. 
Brown took a first step in the transfer 
of power Thursday with a luncheon 
meeting with Gov. Ronald Reagan. 
Brown said Reagan “ gave a little advice 
and told a few stories.” 
After the nearly three-hour meeting, 
Brown said Reagan, his aides, and state 
director of finance Vern Orr “ laid out 
the structure 
by 
which 
they 
run 
government.” 
“ Next week I’ll meet with Vern Orr 
and other people and I ’ll designate 
people on my staff to meet with their 
counterparts,” Brown said. 
At the meeting Reagan offered Brown 
some jellybeans and provided “ two 
hamburgers and a Coke” for lunch. 
The jellybeans are left over from the 
days when Reagan ate candy to help quit 
smoking. Brown, when campaigning for 
Prop. 9, which will limit the amount 
lobbyists can spend, said lobbyists 
should 
be 
allowed 
only 
to 
treat 
lawmakers to “ two hamburgers and a 
Coke.” 
Brown 
appeared 
at 
two 
news 
conferences following the meeting. He 
said he and Reagan “ barely talked about 
the elections.” 
Brown said the difference between his 
administration and Reagan’s would be 
in “ the type of people I bring to gov­ 
ernment.” He said he would begin 
announcing key appointments “ in a few 
weeks.”

WASHINGTON (U PI) - U S District 
Judge John J. Sirica, acting on a request 
of defendant John D. Ehrlichman. today 
agreed to appoint three doctors to 
examine former President Richard M 
Nixon to determine if he is too sick to 
testify in the Watergate cover-up trial 
Sirica granted the motion one day 
after Nixon’s lawyers submitted a 
medical report saying their client could 
not undergo questioning for at least two 
to three months without a “ serious risk 
to his health " 


Former Nixon campaign aide Powell 
A. Moore meanwhile began his second 
day on the witness stand m the trial of 
Ehrlichman and four other former 
Nixon aides 


Ehrlichman’s attorney, William S. 
Frates, asked Sirica to name three 
"really great doctors” to examine 
Nixon. Frates said he did not doubt the 
medical reports being sent from Nixon's 
bedside in California, but wanted to 
“ clarify the whole situation” since he 
believes Nixon is an indispensible 
witness in Ehrlichman’s defense. 


“ I will grant the motion to appoint 
three outstanding men in this particular 
field,” Sirica replied “ I hope to be able 
to do it by next week if I can.” 


In 
Long 
Beach, 
Calif., 
hospital 
officials reported Nixon was recovering 
from surgery 10 days ago to relieve a 
phlebitis condition in his left leg. But the 
former president’s personal physician, 
Dr. John Lungren, said Nixon is still in 
serious condition. 
Sirica said he particularly wanted to 
find experts in cardiovascular disease 
and internal medicine to examine Nixon, 
who reportedly came near death after 
the surgery. 
The judge said he hoped to arrange an 
appointment this weekend with one of 
the doctors recommended to him and 
possibly can name his three-doctor 
panel 
next 
week 
There 
was 
no 
immediate indication how soon the 
examination could take place. 
Lawyers for cover-up defendant H R. 
Haldeman joined in Frates’ motion and 
other defense counsel did not object The 
prosecution also did not object, but said 
it saw no need to have court doctors 
examine Nixon. 
“ We don’t conceive of the former 
President as an important or vital 
witness for the government’s case,” 
said chief trial prosecutor James F. 
Neal. “ We don’t even conceive of him as 
an 
important 
witness 
for 
any 
defendant’s case. But we have no 
objection.” 
The decision was made and announced 
before the jury was called in for the 30th 
day of the trial. Jurors have not been 
told of Nixon’s critical illness.

Acquittal ordered 
in Kent shooting 


CLEVELAND (U PI) - U.S. district 
Court Judge 
Frank 
Battisti 
today 
ordered a verdict of acquittal in the case 
of eight former Ohio National Guards­ 
men on trial in the Kent State University 
shootings in which four students died 
and nine were wounded. 
Battisti said the prosecution did not 
prove that the defendants fired upon the 
students “ with the specific intent to 
deprive them of their constitutional 
rights.” 
The eight guardsmen were on trial in 
Federal Court on charges of conspiring 
to violate the civil rights of the students 
who were killed and wounded by a volley 
of bullets fired by Ohio National 
Guardsmen 
during 
an 
anti-war 
demonstration on May 4,1970. 
Battisti said he “ does not hold the 
defendants or other guardsmen or their 
leaders justified in discharging their 
weapons but justification is not relevant 
in this case.” 
Battisti said the conspiracy charge 
was defined by “ a highly specialized 
statute” and the prosecution had failed 
to prove its case. 
Battisti handed down his verdict less 
than an hour after court opened today, 
the final day in the third week of the 
trial. 
Testifying 
Thursday 
was 
Dean 
Kahler, paralyzed from the waist down 
during the shootings who described the 
scene at the time 


bugging conspirator G. Gordon Liddy. 
and claiming that former Attorney 
General 
John 
N. 
Mitchell 
wanted

before police discovered he worked for 
the campaign. 
“ I said to Mr Liddy that 1 thought it 
was a foolish thing to do,” Moore 
testified. “ Mr. Liddy said he agreed 
with me but he had his orders.”

“ We would be foolish not to consider 
mandated coverage,” the association's 
chief health insurance spokesman said 
in an interview. 


The AMA has supported an alternative 
“ Medicredit” 
proposal which would 
provide voluntary coverage in the form 
of income tax credits for the poor. 
But 38 Medicredit supporters in 
Congress were defeated in Tuesday’s 
elections, five lost out in primaries, 
eight retired and three left to run for 
other offices. 


That’s 54, and two other supporters 
could be lost if Rep. Peter Kyros, D- 
Maine, and Sen. Milton R. Young R- 
N.D., are defeated in elections that are 
still in doubt. 
“ I still think the tax credit approach is 
certainly an acceptable way,” said Dr. 
Russell 
B. 
Roth, 
the AMA’s last 
president. 
“ But we are now persuaded that may 
not sell, and we would be foolish not to 
consider mandated coverage.” 
About 180 congressman had supported 
Medicredit. 
Among those who won’t be back next 
year are Rep. Joel Broyhill, R-Va., the 
staunchest supporter of the plan on the 
House Ways and Means Committee, two 
other Ways and Means members, and 
Sen. Peter Dominick, R-Colo. 
Labor spokesmen cheered the election 
results. 


“ A majority of the new Congress has 
pledged to support national health 
insurance as part of the Social Security 
system.” said United Auto Workers 
President Leonard Woodcock. 


President keeps 
Bolivian control 


LA PAZ (U PI) — President Hugo 
Banzer appeared today to have regained 
full control of the country in brief but 
violent battle against rebellious ele­ 
ments he called “ a group of good-for- 
nothing drug addicts and drunks.” 
Censorship was lifted as government 
forces using jets, tanks and paratroops, 
carried out mopping up operations 
against die-hard rebels. Banzer took 
personal command of the troops when 
the revolt broke out Thursday in the city 
of Santa Cruz. 
The number of casualties was not 
known An official spokesman said there 
were “ several casualties...dead and 
wounded.” The official radio station in 
La 
Paz 
said 
the 
fighting caused 
“ several” 
casualties 
and 
that 
a 
“ number” of the rebels were seized 
According to radio dispatches from 
Santa Cruz de la Sierra, 540 miles 
southeast of La Paz, which was the 
center of the revolt, the air force strafed 
the rebel positions Thursday afternoon 
Santa Cruz, a city of 200,000, is the 
capital of Santa Cruz state, rich in 
sugar, oil and cotton. 
Unconfirmed reports said the fighting 
was brief but intensive and that on 
Thursday night, when Banzer called for 
their surrender, the rebels fled Santa 
Cruz in the direction of Montero, a city 
about 30 miles to the north

The brochure reads: 
“ Seventeen agencies rely on 
the Lompoc United Fund for 
financial

activities. 
Please 
consider all of them when you 
give during this annual appeal 
United Way giving — Thanks to 
you it’s working 
Hugh D 
Young, 
President, 
Lompoc 
Valley U F ” 
The person who contends it’s 
not working is retired Air 
Force Col. Hugh D. Young 
himself Last week, he sat in 
his study that is lined with 
beautiful 
rifles 
and 
mean- 
looking knives in sheaths and 
told this writer why. 
He was asked if the Lompoc 
Valley 
United 
Fund 
gets 
enough 
support 
from 
the 
Lompoc community. 
“ Well, I ’d have to answer 
that negative. No, I don’t think 
we do. I think there are the best 
intentions in the world,” Young 
began so tactfully. He wore a 
clean, white shirt with an open 
collar, brown slacks and shoes; 
and he moved distinctively as 
he talked 
“ 1 find that most Lompoc 
people and the businessmen are 
so genuinely helpful that — 
Gawd, 
I 
remember 
the 
airman's barbecue that just 
passed 
You 
just 
couldn't 
believe 
the 
amount 
of 
assistance we got from the 
business community, help us 
come up with prizes, this sort 
of thing. 
“ But I think as a total 
situation I would have to say I 
don’t 
believe 
the 
business 
community supports the United 
Fund ” 
The business community? 
“ The business community 
and the people,” he amended 
tactfully. 
“The 
business 
community is always out — 
Gawd, everybody’s got their 
hat out to the businessman. 
Everybody’s asking 
for an 
extra buck or a donation to this 
or that. I think 1 would have to 
say 
yes, 
the 
business 
community supports it to a far 
greater 
extent 
than 
the 
average man on the street.” 
As president of the local 
United Fund, Young must be 
very tactful. He is between the 
devil and the deep blue sea. He 
walks a tight rope 
On the one side, he would like 
to inform the public that the 
United 
Fund 
needs 
more 
money from the community to 
properly 
support 
the 
Boys 
Club, Girls Club, YMCA, and 
the 14 other receiving agencies. 


On the other side, he does not 
want 
to offend 
those 
who 
contribute now by sounding 
greedy or ungrateful 
“ Maybe we’ve done a poor 
job in bringing to the public the 
real issues and the need to 
support United Fund in one 
major effort,” he voluntarily 
conceded “ But we have all the 
receiving agencies beating the 
bush, so to speak, who walk the 
streets... 
“ And normally you get a 
fairly limited response. I would 
say that perhaps it’s our fault. 
I'm not sure that we do it right. 
I’m not sure that we really 
educate the public to the extent 
that we should As I say if it’s 
anybody’s fault it’s perhaps 
mine.” 
The United Fund concept 
would work if the average man 
on the street gave his fair 
share But he doesn’t, Young 
maintains 
“ The figures are often mind- 
boggling but I would say that 
the people of Lompoc, the 
average guy on the street, does 
not contribute his fair share. 
It’s not a very kind thing to say 
and I apologize for saying it, 
but this is the truth.” 
The figures are: about 15 per 
cent of the total number of 
people who contribute annually 
to the United Fund contribute 
64 per cent of the total donated 
funds, those people work and 
donate 
on 
Vandenberg 
Air 
Force Base The remainder, 
about 85 per cent, contribute 36 
per cent of the total funds, they 
live in Lompoc Valley and do 
not work on base. 
According to Young, “ the 
average man on the street” 
figures if he donates five or ten 
dollars he has donated enough 
To adequately support the 17 
receiving 
agencies, 
the 
average man on the street 
should contribute about $50 
annually. 
“ If there is any family in the 
valley that has children, then 
some way they have to be 
related to the 17 receiving 
agencies of the United Fund 
There just has to be. There is 
no escape ” 
Oh. the United Fund winds up 
with what looks like a big hunk 
of donated money after each 
campaign, 
but 
it’s not so 
sizeable compared to budget 
needs of the 17 agencies. 
For example, in 1973 the 17 
agencies 
submitted 
budget 
requests that totalled $103,186 
The donated funds raised that 
year came to $69,000 and 13 per 
cent 
of 
that 
figure 
was 
subtracted for overhead costs 
of Lompoc Valley United Fund 
operations. 
It is because of this large 
difference that the agencies 


conduct 
fund-raising 
campaigns of their own after 
the annual United Fund drive 
has ended The United Fund, 
remember, was conceived as a 
give-one-time-only 
campaign 
so the agencies wouldn’t have 
to compete for donations 
Young related. “ We attempt 
to raise for them the money 
during the United Fund drive, 
but unfortunately the United 
Fund efforts to this point — is 
not contributed to the extend 
that each of these receiving 
agencies 
can 
sustain 
themselves and maintain their 
programs. 
So 
they 
are 
therefore compelled to go out 
after 
the 
United 
Fund 
campaign is over and solicit 
individually 
as agencies to 
raise money. 
“ Of course we dislike this. 
We dislike this not because 
they are not entitled to it but 
we feel guilty to some extent 
because we haven’t been able 
to sustain them through United 
Fund effort.” 
He estimates that the United 
Fund provides about 60 per 
cent of the agencies’ budgets 
“ and in some cases less than 
that.” 
The 
goal 
of 
this year’s 
campaign is $73,000, a goal that 
Young feels will fall short of its 
mark. 
“ I think this is going to be 
one of the more difficult years. 
I think inflation is just one 
thing People’s money is just 
not 
going 
very 
far 
anymore...and 
I 
think 
that 
people just can’t afford to give 
as much, although they can 
write it off. Another thing is 
it’s 
an 
election 
year 
and 
everytime you turn around 
there is a piece of mail in your 
mailbox about donating to this 
candidate 
or 
that. 
So 
I 
recognize the dilemma the 
average man has.” 
The 
annual 
United 
Fund 
campaign is held in October. 
This year it began late and is 
still on-going. But giving “ the 
United Way" isn’t working, not 
as it was conceived. Not in 
Lompoc 
The man on a tight rope also 
contends, “ I feel that all of us 
very, 
very 
definitely 
must 
contribute to the well-being of 
the community. You don’t have 
to be in business to support the 
community...you 
have 
to 
support all the entities of the 
community. I think this is 
fundamental. Give us Boys 
Club, Girls Club, Boy Scouts, 
what have you, you’re a part of 
the 
community 
and 
these 
things are entities within the 
community. God created us all 
to support those things that 
make it a better life and a 
better way of life.”

foodstores 
throughout the city. 
"This might surprise some 
people, but we found that the 
middle-income 
consumer 
is 
paying the highest price for the 
lowest quality food,” she said. 
Mrs. Guggenheimer said that 
while 
the 
Department 
of 
Agriculture has guidelines on 
the quality of food that can be 
sold, she would like to see 
"resolutions passed that will 
allow us to get this food off the 
shelves of food stores.” 
She said that the very old, 
who have poor eyesight, the 
very young, who have been sent 
to do the family’s shopping, and 
people in a hurry, might pick up 
food similar to that which was 
displayed today.

completed, but has not yet 
announced, a new analysis of 
the possibility of a link between 
cancer and the city drinking 
water 
drawn 
from 
the 
Mississippi in New Orleans. 
The Environmental Defense 
Fund, a private group, reported 
Th u rsd ay 
there 
is 
a 
"significant 
relationship” 
between cancer deaths in the 
city 
and the public water 
supply. 
Its report was based on data 
from a 1972 EPA study in New 
Orleans which up to now has 
got little national attention. 
The private group said the 
two-year-old 
figures 
raise 
"serious questions about the 
safety 
of 
drinking 
water 
nationally.” 
"From recent studies on the 
Kanawha River in West Vir­ 
ginia; 
the 
drinking 
water 
supplies of Evansville, Ind.; 
Washington, DC.; Cincinnati, 
Ohio; and of eight unnamed 
Nebraska communities, it is 
evident that the presence of 
cancer-causing substances in 
water is ubiquitous," the ED F 
report said. 
"These substances escape 
water treatment processes be­ 
cause these processes were 
designed in the latter 19th and 
early 20th centuries and have 
not been updated to keep pace 
with 
the 
rising 
levels 
of 
hazardous 
chemicals 
in 
water.” 
The group said a million 
people in New Orleans may be 
exposed to the problem, and 
there would be 50 fewer cancer 
deaths a year among white 
males there if the cancer 
causing agents were removed 
from the water. 
The EPA now does not have 
the technology to do this and 
lacks authority to regulate 
some 
chemicals 
entering 
rivers. A safe drinking water 
bill has been passed by the 
Senate, but its future in the 
House is doubtful. 
The fund said some cancer- 
causing agents get into the 
water 
d irectly 
through 
industrial pollution but others 
are formed in the water when 
these pollutants are treated 
with chlorine, which is added to 
most municipal drinking water. 
One 
cancer-cau sin g 
substance formed in this way, 
it said, is chloroform.

In a six-page information 
filed by Special Watergate 
Prosecutor Henry S. Ruth Jr., 
Morgan

tions of the Internal Revenue 
Service. 
Morgan was charged with 
"willfully and knowingly" pre­ 
paring and signing in March or 
April, 1970, affidavits dated one 
year earlier deeding Nixon’s 
vice presidential papers to the 
government.

$576,000 tax deduction. Such 
deductions were abolished ef­ 
fective July 26, 1969, by a tax 
reform bill passed that year.

Yes Hutchinson is 
a Conquistador Scholastically ineligible 
until tonight's game. Ernie has been 
burning the Conq defense all season in 
practice while running plays with the 
“scout team " 
Tonight he'll get a shot at the Righetti 
Warriors, who will be in town at 8 p m. 
for an important Northern League game 
that is alsoCabnllo's homecoming 
Hutchinson and Andre McGant. who 
recently joined the Conqs after a broken 
wrist, will form what Knowles hopes 
will be a very dangerous backfield duo. 


One of Cabnllo's shortcomings this 
season has been lack of backfield speed, 
the kind of speed that can result in an 
occasional long gainer. 
“ We re ready for a little explosion in 
our offense.'' says Knowles. 
If Hutchinson and McGant can furnish

This will also be McGant’s first start

including a fine 19-yard run the first 
time he carried the ball. 
As an added bonus, the Conqs will be 
stronger on the line with the return of 
Bruce Filarsky and Tom Olson, 550 
pounds worth of valuable two-way 
lineman. Both missed last week's game 
with injuries 
Righetti comes into the game as a 
frustrated team They blew a chance to 
take sole possession of the Northern 
League lead last week when their 13-0

He has 
shot a documentary, “The 
Ark of Noah,” which he hopes 
to sell to TV, but filming 
wasn’t easy. 
“Ararat,'’ he says, “is in a 
strict military zone, in East 
Turkey, 15 miles from the 
borders of Iran and Kussia. 
Police and the Army are all 
over the place.” 
They require permits to 
enter the area — but they 
won’t issue any permits. 
“So we bribed everybody," 
LaKue says. “They found out 
we were there, chased us and 
confiscated all our equip­ 
ment.’’

for more money. The return 
cable - worth $6,000 - was 
held up for 25 days. LaRue 
says the average income in 
Turkey is $400 a year so they 
couldn’t understand a $6,000 
cable.

Finally released, he went 
back up the mountain, with­ 
out telling anybody, and shot 
his movie. But he had to 
smuggle the film out of 
Turkey. 
“There is still a warrant 
out for my arrest," he says.

Actually, besides smuggling 
my film out, I had to smuggle 
myself out, too.” 


He says he had to climb

— “the scariest thing I ve 
ever done.”

visible, that the glacier could 
be melted sufficiently so the 
Ark could be visible again. 
“I think,” he says, “that the 
Ark is so important to history 
that it’s criminal not to allow 
scientists to investigate it 
thoroughly.”

A couple of years ago Johnny Carson 
turned suddenly to me. in a general 
discussion of the drug laws, and asked 
me point-blank: ‘ Have you ever tried 
pot'’” I said, yes, I had And added 
primly that I was on my boat, outside 
the 3-mile limit, so that 1 wasn t 
breaking any law (He went on to ask: 
“ Did it do anything for you'’” And I 
replied. "No ”) 
Now as a matter of 
fact, 
Mr 
Carson 
should not have asked 
that question It is in 
the 
category 
of 
questions you do not 
ask, like: "Have you 
ever cheated on your 
income 
tax9' 
Or, 
"H ave 
you 
ever 
cheated 
on 
your 
wife9” The rule is 
that you should never 
ask 
somebody 
a 
question if there is a 
high 
probability that the answer will reveal 


the questionee to be either a lawbreaker 
or a liar And of course for some such 
questions there is no escape clause 
There is no such thing as cheating on 
your income tax outside the 3-mile limit 


But Carson did ask me. and my reply 
was truthful, and I have been plagued by 
it ever since I seldom address a college 
audience without somebody bringing it 
up in some way or other during the 
question 
period 
Example: 
"M r 
Buckley, how did pot get into your boat 
in the first place9” (My answer 
Parthenogenesis.i Or: "Do you think 
it’s fair that only people who have 
yachts can smoke pot legally?" 
My 
answer: "Anybody can rent a boat They 
come as low as ten, 15 bucks a day."» 


The audience is goodhumored. mostly 
because if you are addressing a college 
audience, you are talking to a group 95 
per cent of which has experimented with 
pot College students recognize that to 
experiment with pot is extremely safe, 
ami you don’t have to go out into the 
ocean to do it with impunity. 
I say extremely safe with sharp 
reservations, having read the figures for 
the 
arrests 
during 
1973, 
and 
the 
projected arrests for this year These 
come to 400.000 and a half-million 
respectively. The figures are appalling, 
and I pass them along only because 
there is no reason to distrust the author 
of them But what they seem to suggest 
is that although the typical campus is 
nowadays never, ever raided, still there 


are busts, hundreds of thousands of 
them, and a continuation of those 
preposterous 
penalties 
which 
are 
indefensible 
It is widely noticed that the Senate 
Internal 
Security Subcommittee has 
been transcribing a lot of anti-pot 
material offered by various doctors and 
scientists It has not been widely noticed 
that the head of that committee, the 
draconian Senator James Eastland, has 
himself come out against any penalties 
for 
the users 
of 
marijuana 
(as 
distinguished from Durveyorsof it). 
But somewhere along the line, the 
American public decided not to legalize 
pot This conclusion it reached, in my 
opinion, 
on the grounds that any 
different conclusion would appear to be 


a capitulation to the counter-culture. 
But at the same time, American parents 
reached the conclusion, or such is my 
reading of it, that they did not desire 
their 18-year-old boys and girls to be 
sent to jail for smoking pot which said 
parents had every reason to suppose 
they were experimenting with at school 
If the awful figures are correct — a 
half-million arrests - there has been a 
breakdown in communication between 
the public and the police The old adage 
is that the best way to get a bad law 
repealed is to enforce it. Perhaps this is 
what the police are trying to effect: the 
repeal of the law by the enforcement of 
it. In which event it is paradoxical that 
the police do not interfere with the 
colleges Or is the problem there that 


there aren't enough police to arrest the 
guilty students9 
LitUe 
by 
little, 
the distinctions 
emerge 
Richard Cowan, a young 
journalist from Texas, makes them 
most neatly, in my judgment They are: 
Pot is harmful; but people shouldn’t go 
to jail for smoking it The difficulty is in 
trying 
to take 
the 
two positions 
sim ultaneously. 
The 
art 
of 
communication seems to break down It 
is instantly supposed that if you desire 
decriminalization, you are saying there 
is nothing wrong in smoking pot. Or that 
if you disapprove of pot, you must be in 
favor of illegalizing it. 
But there is a book in prospect on the 
subject, being written by the aforesaid 
Mr Cowan, and it will be a blessing In 
his case, frustration has been the 
mother 
of 
invention; 
he 
cannot 
communicate these simple disjunctions, 
so he is writing a book. Meanwhile, the 
apparent indifference of parents to 
other parents' children being sent to jail 
for smoking pot, speaks poorly of our 
sense of community.

Congressman Lagomarsino 
has introduced legislation in 
Congress 
to establish 
the 
cemetery but it appears he 
has run into a stumbling block 
with 
the 
Air 
F o r c e ’s 
contention 
at 
the 
highest 
levels that there is no excess 
land on Vandenberg Air Force 
Base for the cemetery. 
The 
V eterans 
Administration operates the 
national cemetery system and 
they are most anxious to send 


an 
investigating 
team 
to 
Vandenberg AFB to look over 
the 
land 
availability. 
However, the 
investigative 
team cannot come unless it 
receives permission from the 
Air Force or the Department 
of Defense. 
The 
Veterans 
Administration 
and 
the 
Congressman 
have 
now 
teamed up to ask Secretary of 
Defense James Schlesinger to 
reverse the current Air Force 
contention that there is no 
excess land and to allow a VA 
investigating team to come 
here. 
As 
Congressman 
Lagomarsino pointed out, in 
1969 the commanding officer 
of 
Vandenberg 
Air Force 


Base, Maj. Gen. Paul K. 
Carlton, expressed a strong 
opinion 
that 
“ if 
we 
are 
approached 
for 
use 
of 
Vandenberg property for this 
(cemetery) purpose, we could 
provide it without detriment 
to our mission.” 
Colonel James M. Hines in 
Washington in August of this 
year is credited with the 
decision that there is no land 
in excess nor is there any 
contemplated in the future. 
Congressman Lagomarsino 
concludes 
that 
the 
local 
commanding officer knows 
better whether land would be 
available on the base than 
some 
b u re a u cra t 
in 
Washington. We are definitely 
inclined to agree.

New miners 


UNIONTOWN, PA - (NEA) - It is 
almost 4 p.m., time for the evening shift 
to begin, and the men at the Buckeye 
Coal Co begin moving from the bath 
house to the portal. They are, for the 
large part, older fellows, that is middle 
aged, 
with 
bellies 
that 
bulge 
or 
shoulders that hunch and hair that is cut 
like carpet. 
But there are young 
ones, too, an obviously 
increasing 
number, 
who 
wear 
football 
jerse ys 
and 
mustaches and carry 
them selves 
with 
confident flair. 
Martin Vuhmc is among the latter. 
He’s 18. No pot gut for him yet, nor a 
slouch that betrays the burden of 
decades. He is fresh and spirited — and 
angry. " I ’ve only been working here 
three months,” he says, wiping off his 
lunch pail, "but already I’m tired of 
kissing the company’s rear. I'd like to 


see a strike, a good long one. To hell 
with knuckling under.” 
His opinion is mostly bluster, perhaps. 
On the job only since August, he can not 
be as yet seriously brutalized by 
company policy And merely 18, with no 
responsibility other than himself, he can 
not appreciate the consequences of his 
strike insistence. Yet at a time of 
continuing confrontation between coacl 
companies and coal miners, when strike 
is always possible, Martin Vuhnic can’t 
be dismissed. He speaks for a growing 
force in the mines — militant youth. 
To be sure, young coal miners have 
traditionally fumed at their lot. But the 
uneven fortunes of the industry in the 
last 
few decades 
have 
minimized 
youthful participation, thus youthful 
dissatisfaction. 
Almost no young miners were hired 
during 
the 
coal's 
dormant 
period 
between 1954 and 1966, and only recently 
have significant numbers of high school 
graduates come to think of the industry

as a safe occupation. The result is that 
the new blood is sudden as well as hot 
thus it is not steeped in industry 
tradition, it is suspicious of its mostly 
older brothers, and, as today’s youth in 
general, it believes in muscle rather 
than tact. 
The situation could mean trouble on a 
national scale. "Trying to please any 
miner is difficult,” says an official with 
Peabody Coal, "but trying to please the 
kids 
is 
impossible.” 
Vuhnic, 
for 
example, can not say exactly what his 
hourly wage is — "It’s five-something, I 
think” —, nor does he have any specific 
grievance — "the companies just screw 
us” — yet he grumbles for "more 
benefits, more pay, or else” as if he 
were working for a Scrooge. 
Older miners grumble also, but they 
have a history that modifies excess. "I 
remember getting 60 cents an hour using 
a pick and shovel,” says a Buckeye 
veteran, "now I run a machine for 10 
times the pay.” The catch, of course, is 
that $6 an hour is not so attractive over a 
12 per cent annual inflation but the older 
men can at least compare hard times 
realistically. "The kids’ idea of tough 
living,” grumps one oldster, “ is having 
a 
big 
repair bill on 
their color 
television.” 
But regardless of whether the youthful 
demands are justified, they exist and 
therefore are a conceivable threat to the 
coal industry and thereby the nation’s 
fuel welfare. Young miners talk of six- 
hour working days and quadruple time 
for holidays — " I think we should get a 
week off each year for the hunting 
seasons,” says a Buckeye worker of 20. 
Even granting that industrial safety 
and wages are not what they should be, 
considering the importance of coal 
today, the gleam in some miners’ eyes is 
greedy. 
So 
companies 
fret 
about 
wildcatters, 
older 
workers 
are 
concerned about security just when the 
industry is rebuilding and even candid 
officials of the United Mine Workers 
union say they "never know what the 
young ones will do next . ’' 
Neither do some of the young ones for 
that matter Martin Vuhnic says he may 
have to quit mining because he wants to 
go to night school "but the company 
keeps me on the night shift.” In all his 18 
years, Vuhnic has never heard of 
anything so lousy. A good long strike, 
probably, would straighten it out.
